Gov,  Saunn-
ders, and D. G, WMeOsunn thep,
a resident of Nebraska City. During the
lattor part of the balloting, the votw was,
I think, twenty for Taffs, niaet.en for
MeCann, and tif e:n or sixteea for Suo-
dera. The writer held two proxissin tie
convention from Sarpy county, and cast
them for Gov. Saundera till the las: hal-
lot, when, with the approval of the lat-
ter he cast thom for Mr, Taffe, who was

It waa lalh‘_‘ﬂ! that the pooOr  womnn,
whoee attempt at sololde Tur Ber re-
ported ful'y some weeks sgo, finally got
stropg enough togoout. »he founda
home through the efforts of this women's
society, but alckened nfter thres days,
having not fully recovered from the
polson she took,  Last wosk she was sant
to her parents’ home In Iowa, whither
s3e wont very reluctantly.

Among others mentionod, it way learned
that the Pennsylvanis-Iowa German
woman, Mre, L ppes, who went to jail
to mle«p that rainy night with three in-
fant coildren, after haviog been turned
out from the houss she was worklng In,
found a place to live where she piroposes
to washand tske In work, There Is
something slngular about this case, but
there can be no doubt about the three
helpless children dessrving the assistance
of thote able to help them, as was
premptly done after Tie Bre's mention
of thelr altuation.

Mrs. Pugsley told the rsporter how
husbands, sometimens nnworthy ones too,
try to take advautage of the rooms and
atop there with theic wives and little
onea; and how on one oocaslon when she
refused a man who begged plteously to

There is,
howover, no jurisdiction by existing law to de-
fray the expense of employing legul counsel
for the defenso of citizens so acensed and held
for trial, or for the employment of ngents to
attend and report the proceedinga trust,
however, the president will recommend, and
that congresa will provide, a reasonnble nud
adequate sum in order that a ocarefnl super-
vision of such important trials as may involve
the lives or liberties of American citizens may
bo had, and an intelligent raport of the pro-
ceediogs be made, esnec’ally where the charge
Is perione, and the accused destitute of means
and without friends, The department will
take serious intereat in the treatmeunt of law
abiding American citizens while in forelin
countries, and do whatever les withinits pow-
e to procure for them the fulleat protection of
the laws aund when ¢ ed with offenses all
their rights to s fair and public trial and all
legnl aefences.
